Words can scarcely portray the terrible 
aspect of the pathway torn through the 
city. Great oak trees and stately elms of a 
‘century’s growth are torn up by the roots 
and twisted off like reeds. The remnants 
of beautiful homes are scattered and blown 
in all directions. Everywhere the commons 
are covered with debris. Hundreds of 
domestic animals are lying dead and in- 
numerable fowls are scattered about, in 
many cases picked perfectly clean. 

Barbed wires are often found twisted 
about fence posts several times. Stones 
and bricks, evidently from the Elt house, 
are found several hundred yards North, 
driven in the ground. 

The wildest point in the pathway of the 
tornado in the city is just south of where 
it crosses mar street and here it was 
perhaps 220 yards. At other points it rarely 
exceeded 150 yards and often narrowed to 
not over 100 yards.

It hag heretofore been my intention to 
submit my name to the approaching, Dem- 
ocratic Convention as a candidate for the 
nomination for Governor. The cordial re- 
ception with which my intended candidacy 
has been received by the Democrats and 
the Democratic press throughout the State 
and the hearty support given me in expec- 


tation that my name would be presented 
to the convention, make me very reluctant 
to announce at this time that I will not 
be a candidate. Such, however, is my de- 
termination. Personal reasons have gov- 
erned me in coming to this conclusion. 

During the past two or three years, in 
accordance with my convictions of right, 
I have given much time and labor to the 
advancement of the cause of free silver. 
I am still of the same opinion. The su- 
premacy of free silver is now absolutely 
safe so far as this State is concerned and 
I hope and believe it is safe nationally. 
My intended candidacy, however, involves 
matters of personal consideration and there- 
fore wholly for personal reasons I have 
concluded and so state that I will not be 
a candidate for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor.

“LEGAL PROOF” AND REFORM. 


Chancellor Chaplin’s contention that 
reformers should wait for legal proof’ 
of corrupt practices before trying to put 
a stop to them through suet organiza- 
tions as the Civic Federation would, if 
put into practice, close the door to all 
political and social reform. It is true 
that to finally convict evil doers before 
the courts, legal proof is needed, but in 
order\to justify a popular reform move- 
ment ch as that about to be under- 
taken by the new Civic Federation, noth- 
ing more should be required than pointers 


such as have cropped up repeatedly of 


late, showing that municipal corruption 
exists. 

If Chancellor Chaplin is teaching the 
University students that “legal proof” 
should be produced before offenders are 
arraigned at the bar of public opinion, 
they should be sent to the Sunday-schools 
to have such teaching counteracted. The 
prophets and reformers of old did not 
wait for “legal proof.” Nor did Christ 
himself, when he demounced the evil 
doers of his time, confront them with 
“legal proof.” He found the fruits of 
corruption rife and abundant, and he 
acted upon such proof as was self-evi- 
dent, It is doubtful if the evils he con- 
demned so unsparingly could have been 
fastened upon individuals by “legal 
proof,” overloaded as it is with restric- 
tions, limitations and opportunities for 
quibbling and evading the truth. 

There is something higher and more 
potent than legal technicalities and re- 
quirements in considering whether mu- 
nicipal reform is needed. When the pub- 
lic is convineed that municipal corruption 
prevails and could be exposed and put 
a stop to if action were taken, it is time 
for the reformer to step forward and 
undertake the unpleasant but patriotic 
duty of cleansing the Augean stables. 

It is to be hoped that, regardless of 
the obstacles thrown in his way, Dr. 
Boyd will persist in his good work of 
arousing public opinion to the evils 
of municipal misgovernment, and having 
aroused it, will continue the task of 
organizing it, in civic federations and 
the like, so as to make it effective.

| . SHAT VEXED QUESTION. 


A new sodelety for the solution of the 
servant girl problem has been organized 
in New York. The Working Women’s 
Society is the name of the parent body. 
Out of it has grown the Working 
Women’s Club and the Working Women’s 
‘Co-operative Branch. 

The co-operative branch is designed to 
furnish a comfortable home for servant 
women temporarily out of employment. 
It is to be, and, im fact, is being, main- 
tained by a small assessment upon the 
membership, which is intended to includ 
all respectable serving women. * 

It is expected that such associAtions as 
the co-operative house can furnish will 
tend to modify the influence of the vicious 
surroundings into which many honest 
serving women fall while idle, and which 
corrupt their manners, if not their morals, 
and make them unfit inmates of a pure 
home. 

Training and cooking schools are a 
part of the New York plan, the principal 
object of which seems to be the creation 
of a large, respectable and intelligent 
class of trained house servants. They 
are not expecting to institute the millen- 
ium down stairs, but they aim to improve 
the average of household service and 
make conditions tolerable., They pro- 
pose to discriminate between the fit and 
unfit, . 

But such a discrimination, to be prac- 
ticable, must have the co-operation of 
the women who employ servants. As 
long as they fall to discriminate in their 
treatment of good and bad servants it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, for 
any organization or system to draw a 
line that will endure. 

It has been generally assumed that 
among the able and popular Democrats 
who would contest for the Democratic 
momination for Governor of Missouri 
would be Hon. James Gibson of Kansas 
City.

The Citizens’ Smoke Abatement Associa- 
tion met yesterday. Mr. George M. Wright

It was reported that one road 
running into the city has nearly all its 
locomotives equipped with abaters, which 
do their work thoroughly without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the locomotive or 
increasing the consumption of coal. 


WARRIGAN’S REPLY. 


Denies That the Police Were on the 
Side ef Keren. 


Major Harrigan says that no orders were 
issued by the police department to its men 


instructing them to keep all persons not 
wearing Kerens badges out of the Court 
House at the mass meeting just previous to 
the St. Joo convention. 

Councilman Horton Introduced a resolu- 
tion in the Council on Friday night askin 
the Police Board why it was that free an 
unrestricted use of the Court House was 
denied to citizens on May 9. This resolu- 
tion has been construed into an intimation 
that the police were on the side of Kerens 
as opposed to the Filley cohorts. 

Chief Harrigan says most emphatically 
that his men were not given any orders as 
to which side to let in or which side to 
keep out. They were merely sent to do their 
duty as police officers and to maintain or- 
der regardless of political divisions, 

Police Commissioner John A. Lee had not 
heard of Mr. Horton's nesolution when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called on him. 

The board,” he said, did not issue or- 
ders that anybody should be excluded from 
the Court House. As the Council demands 
it, the board may return an answer, but I 
think the whole matter will be settled 
amicably. It is not strictly a matter coming 
under the jurisdiction of the board. Itis a 
question, of police detail. I have no doubt 
that the Republicans themselves told the 
chief that there would be trouble of some 
kind.

YALE DEFEATS PRINCETON. 


Annual Track and Field Contests De- 
cided at New Haven. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 16.—The first 
annual Yale-Princeton track and field con- 
test was held at the Yale field to-day. 

Yale won handily by the score of 87 to 2, 
making it one of the most crushing defeats 
administered by any team since the first 
Tale-Harvard meet. It was not a record- 
breaking day, and the only record to go 


down was that held by Hickok, Yale’s great 
weight thrower. Harry Cross, Yale’s pres- 
ent champion, threw the 16-pound hammer 
130 feet 5 inches, thus break ng the record. 
The biggest surprise of the day was the 
showing made by R. Garrett, Captain of 
the Princeton team. This conqueror at the 
Olympian games was shut out in putting the 
16-pound shot, and only won third place in 
the broad jump. 

The feature of the day was the running 
of Hinckley of Yale in the half, who won 
in 2 minutes and 1 second from Bryant of 
Princeton. Contrary to the expectation of 
the sons of old Nassau, her athietes made a 
poor showing in the running, only meeting 
with success in the 44-yard run and the 
20-yard dash. Burnett of Yale surprised 
the supporters of the blue by winning from 
Derr of Princeton, doing 100 yards in 10 1-5 
seconds. The most interesting race of the 
8 was the bicycle race in which the 
Yale riders by good team work shut out the 
Princeton men completely.

THE SINGLE STANDARD. 
Attempts have deen made to bolster the 
dishonest single standard movement up with 
the names of distin hed statesmen and 
to make it appear that they favored that 
which in reality they denounced. In 1792 
ae Hamilton wrote upon this sub- 
ect: 
“Upon the whole it seems to be most ad- 
visable as has already been observed not to 
attach the unit exclusively to either of the 
metals, because this can not be done effect- 
ually without destroying the office and 
character of one of them aß money and re- 
ducing it to the situetion of mere merchan- 
dise. To annul the use of either of the 
metals as money is to abridge the quan- 
tity of circulating medium and is liable 
to all the objections which arise from a 
comparison of the benefits of a full with 
the evils of a scanty circulation.” . . ‘ 
Jefferson wrote to Mr. Hamilton in Feb- 
ruary, 1792, these words: I concur with you 
that the unit must stand on both metals.”

A wan of Experience Says That It Is 
Healthful and Safe.

Humane Society to endeavor to prevent the

They argue 
that a child runs no more risk on a properly 
conducted wheel than in a baby carriage, 
street car, carriage or any other orthodox 
conveyance.

Scheme to Abolish an Interest- 


ing Burial Place. 


The plan for having the Holy Trinity 
Cemetery, in North St. Louis condemned 
apd made as an addition to O’Fatlon Park 
is not meeting with much favor from the 
residents of that part of the city. 

The scheme has been agitated by a num- 
ber of North Broadway realty dealers, and 
the claim was made that Archbishop Kain 
favored the plan. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
Archiepiscopal residence, 3810 Lindell bou- 


fevard, and broached the subject to the 
Archbishop. 
“Why, I never heard of the plan be- 


Tore,“ said the Archbishop. “It is entirely 
new to me, and I naturally am decidedly op- 
posed to it. 

“There can be no good reason for wish- 
ing the cemetery condemned. There would 
be more sense in instituting condemnation 

roceedings against Calvary’ or Bellefon- 

Ane Cemeteries than this, for the city. is 
more rapidly building up around them than 
it is in the neighborhood of the Holy Trin- 
ty Cemetery. It is quite sparsely built up 
in this neighborhood; and it will be some 
years before the cemetery will stand in the 
N of the city’s advancement. 

“Then the plan to have it condemned in 
order to increase the size of O'Fallon Park 
is not a good one. In the first place, the 
park is at present as large as occasion de- 
mands, and it will be a good many years 
before more room will be required. Then

Holy Trinity Cemetery was established in 
1851. In that year the Holy Trinity Parish 
concluded to buy a cemetery for its exclu- 
sive use. They select this ten-acre tract 
and bought it. Reverses came and when 
the first payment was due the parish was 
unable to meet it. 

Archbishop Kenrick had the matter 
brought to hie 2 * and he paid for the 
ground. During his life — title to the 
cemetery was vested in im, and at his 
death it reverted to Afchbishop Kain. 

Though it was originally bought to be used 
exclusively as a burying ground for Holy 
Trinity rish, it is now used by the Catho- 
lices of the entire city. It is said to be the 
only place left where.the bodies of the poorer 
Catholics Gan be interred in consecrated 

round, The price paid for space in Calvary 
femetery serves as a barrier in many cases, 
and were Holy Trinity Cemetery to be aban- 
doned the class now being buried there 
would have to go to Patter's Field. 


The cheapest single grave, it is stated, 
that can be procured in Calvary Cemetery 
is 511.50, and rom that to $22. In Holy Trin- 
ity Cemetery the highest price for a grave 
is’ $6, while if tne family of the dead be 
unable to pay that, and a permit be secured 
from-any parish priest, the grave will be fur- 
nished free. The keeper of the cemetery 
Says there are 10 burials a week on an aver, 
age. 

Ever since the cemetery was opened, for 
three generations, its care has been left to 
one family. In 1851 Archbishop Kenrick ap- 
pointed Anton Stephenmeier as keeper. He 
died in 1882, and his son, Herman Stephen- 
meier, succeeded him. Herm died In 1894, 
and his son, J. HI. Stephenméier, assumed 
charge and still has control. The present 
keeper is a young man who takes pride in 

is work. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the cemetery Mr. Stephenmeter expressed 
great surprise that condemnation Process 
ings. were tEelkéd ‘of. Ee-sald-the peop 
Yh the neighborhood would strongly oppose 
any such a movement. 

The keeper courteously volunteered to 
show the newspaper man through the 
grounds. 

Mr. Stephen meter said there were no won- 
derful gights to be seen, and as all of the 
people who rested there came from the 
humble walks of life, no grand monu- 
ments had been erected. 

Probably the finest tombstone in the cem- 
etery is that which marked the resting 
piace of Richard Devoy, who died in the

limestone slab, about 7 feet tall and 2 
feet wide.

The large majority of the graves are 


marked with plain wooden crosses,on which 
the inscriptions are printed. 


One of the sights that could not fail to 
impress a Visitor to the Holy Trinity Cem- 
etery is the grave of little Katie Knebel. 
Under the protecting shade of 
elm is located the little grave, not more 
than four feet long. No fine monument 
marks the spot, but the parents’ love is 
manifested in a unique and pathetic man- 
ner. 

At the head of the grave has been built 
a child’s playhouse. The frame and top 
are of metal and the four sides of glass. 
The house is about two feet square. In it 
have been placed the child's play things. In 
the center is a miniature plano, and seat- 
ed before it with its fingers on the keys 
is a doll in evening dress. In one corner 
is a toy cupboard which contains’the lIttle 
one’s dishes, while little Katie's rubber 
ball, rattie, flatiron and other toys are 
seattered around just as though she had 
arranged them herself. : 

A printed card tells that the little girl was 
born Jan. 15, 1885, and died Sept. 18, 1888, 
Though the house was put there shortly aft- 
er the child’s death, none of the glass has 
been broken, and the dress on the doll, the 
table cover, and the little pieces of cloth 
in the cupboard have not faded, and the 
whole looks as though it were only arranged 
yesterday.

WILMINGTON, Del’, May 14.—For the 
first time since the opening of their vigor- 
ous campaign the single taxers have been 
confronted the present week with a curious 
yet somewhat serious political “enigma, 
namely, the effect on the general political 
position of the old parties of the intense 
factional fight in the Republican party, 
culminating, as it did, on Saturday night 
last, in a triumphant victory for the fac- 


tion following the lead of the gas mag- 
nate, Edward Addicks, who desires to 
become United States Senator, and is spend- 
ing enormous sums of money to accom- 
plish that end. For months the fight be- 
tween the two factions (the beaten wing 
being led by Senator Higgins) has been of 
the most virulent character; and now that 
the crucial] test has been made, the chasm 
between the two seems wider than ever, and 
more irreparable. 

The effect of such a condition will natur- 
ally be to strengthen the hopes of the De- 
mocracy and make that party feel more 
independent of the single taxers who are 
making such big inroads 
Just-at present the Higgins men thréyten 
to knife the Addicks power, and if they 
continue defiant they can by such with- 
crawal compass the defeat of the entire 
Addicks machine. H., Were mer the 
arty whip, eye brought into line, and 
the two wings made to flap together in 
harmony, there is no show for the Demo- 
crats unless they can make ternts with the 
single taxers. 

A curious anomally of the political situa- 
tion is- this—that the Addicks Republican 
machine seems, from various rumors that 
are floating around, to be favorably dis- 
posed towards the single taxers, while from 
the party ranks have come only a very 
small proportion of converts. On the Dem- 
ocratic side, just the reverse occurs. The 
machine has, by no word or sign, indi- 
cated the least friendship for the single 
tax movement, while in some sections, 
like Wilmington for instance, it has 
been almost deserted by the rank and file 
who are fast being enrolled in the various 
single tax organizations. 1 have heard it 
said openly by Democratic workers that if 
the leaders fait to recognize the claims of 
the single tax they will smash it beyond 
hope of resurrection. How much strength 
could be developed for such a purpose. 1 
of course, am uhable to say. But such is 


}the feeling. 


The excitement caused by the incident at 
the lecture of Miss Frances E. Willard 
about three weeks ago, and which subjected 
the Single Taxers to gross misrepresenta- 
tion and abuse by the opposition papers, 
still lingers in an intermittent state between 
the Every Evening and the Sunday 
Star, which seem disposed to fight the issue 
to a finish. The Star champions the side of 
the Single Taxers. 

The incident was this: Miss Willard had 
been invited by the campaign committee to 
visit Delaware and speak in the Opera- 
house series on the Single Tax. Such invi- 
tation has been sent upon the clear uner- 
standing that she was in full sympathy 
with the mévement. In September, 18%, in 
a letter to the Chicago Question Club, she 
wrote as follows: ‘I recognize in the Single 
Tax movement an effort to establish a 
principle which, when established, will do 
more to lift humanity from the slough of 
poverty, crime and misery than all else; 
and in this I recognize it as one of the 
greatest forces working for temperance and 
morality.“ This was certainly approval of 
the strongest kind and warranted the hope 
that Miss Willard would gladly lend her aid 
in beh of the Delaware movement. To the 
invitation of the committee, however, she 
returned no response. The matter had been 
entirely dismisged from mind when there 
appeared public announcement of a lecture 
on temperance by Miss Willard in the most 
fashionable church in Wilmington. Again 
the hopes of the committee arose and a re- 
quest was sent the lady that she make at 
least some favorable mention of the reform 
which above all else“ would make for 
temperance. The evening of the lecture 
came and some 1,200 people were present. 
Among the audience were several Single 
Taxers who eagerly awaited the golden 
words of approval. But they came not. At 
the close of the lecture Mr. Samuel Min- 
ken, a cultured and most courteous gentle- 
man, arose and asked vermission to ask a 
question. Miss Willard consented, saying 
she would answer it after the collection. 
Mr. Milliken wrote the question and passed 
the slip to the speaker. It was this: “A 
year ago you warmly commended the re- 
form known as the Single Tax as one of the 
greatest forces working for temperance and 
morality; will you do so now to the people 
of Delaware?“ Miss Willard declined to 
read the question aloud. but stated that it 
was in reference to the Single Tax and hat 
she did not think the occasion opportune 
for reply. At this a number of the audience 
applauded. Mr. Milliken and his friends 
then stationed themselves at the church 
door and handed every passer-out a copy of 
the full jetter of Miss Willard to 
the Chicago Question Club. The next day 
the loeal papers, which had maintained a 
dogged silence as to the campaign, appeared 
with full column articles denouncing the 
Single Taxers 7 a and in- 

nee with the meeting. g 
s Star took up the cudge! for 
the Single Taxers and severely arraigned 
Mies Willard as a fake reformer, sayirg 
that .she “was afraid of her audience, 
which could never be the attitude of a thor- 
oughly sincere reformer.

Our Main . 

The following article was published re, 
cently in the columns of the Outlook, Dr. 
Lyman Abbott's paper: 

To the Editors of The Outlook: 


I protest against The Outlook's allowing 


a contributor to inform its readers about 
the single-tax campaign in Delaware, who 
is capable of saying that the main propo- 
sition“ of “the single-tax doctrine,” “as 
expressed in its own newspaper, ‘Justice,’ * 
is this: In round numbers, about. 1, 00, 
000 is raised in Delaware by the present 
system of taxation. The United States 
census gives the total valuation of Dela- 
ware real estate as $129,182,087 As a rule, 
it has been found that land values are 
about equal to the value of the improve- 
ments, and therefore Delaware land values 
amount to about $65,000,000. A tax of 2 per 
cent on the land values of Delaware would 
therefore, raise $1,300,000, which is a most 
exactly the amount raised under the pres- 
ent system.“ This is not the main propo- 
sition of the single-tax doctrine, and eve 
one who reads Justice knows that it is no 
the main proposition of the single-tax doc- 
trine as expressed in Justice.

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Prices Are Not Much Influsnced by the 
Movement and a Check in Ship- 
ments Is Expected. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 16.—Owing to the tre- 
mendous importance attaching to Mr. Me- 


Kinley’s possible nomination and the un- 


certainty of his stand on the money ques- 
tion, all capital is timid and foreign capi- 
tal especially is distrustful of this country. 
Mere individual assertions do not count for 
much toward restoring confidence. 

The chief other matter at present affect- 


ing the financial situation is the continued 
unrest in the international litical situ- 
ation. Scarcely a day passes but that some 
new development occurs which threatens 
to disturb the prolonged e the world has 
enjoyed, and for the first time in many 
years our market has become distinctly 
susceptible to these influences. 

Possibly this may be referred back to 
the decided stand taken by the President 
in the Venezuelan affair, by which this 
country was placed in a more aggressive 
position than before toward the nations of 
the old world, and it is a position that cer- 
tainly this country will not retreat from. 
Therefore an important and always present 
fresh influence has been introduced into the 
situation. 

The leading factor of this kind at present 

is the situation of things in Cuba, the out- 
come of which presents a very grave prob- 
lem. A war with Spain alone, should that 
be the result of the present state of things, 
would of itself be a matter of no great im- 
portance, but there is always the chance 
of entanglement with other more powerful 
nations. Furthermore, in view of the cur- 
rent condition of our finances, an outbreak 
of hostilities would probably be followed by 
extensive liquidation of foreign-held securi- 
tles. 
Generally speaking, the international po- 
litical situation is rather more quiet than 
for some time, and it ‘s believed that noth- 
ing will happen to disturb it, certainly not 
until after the coronation of the Czar. The 
preponderance of the political campaign 
has caused the other features in the situa- 
tion to be regarded with very little atten- 
tion. 

It can not be said that the current out- 
flow of gold has had as much as its usual 
effect upon prices, although professional 
traders have proceeded as usual upon it. 
It is believed that by the end of the sum- 
mer, and perhaps before that, the money 
market will assume conditions that will 
check further shipments of gold unless they 
should be the result of other than natural 
causes. . 

During the week the Government made a 
further reduction in the funds it has on 
deposit with the banks here against bond 
payment, but in view of the receipts from 
the interior it is doubtful whether very 
much effect will be exercised thereby upon 
the money market. 5 

No decided changes are noted in the gen- 
eral commercial situation, which is, like 
the stock market, a good deal under the 
influence of politics. 

There is very little in the current returns 
of railroads or in their prospects to justify 
any decided change in their securities. It 
is yet a little early to have any definite 
information as to the Year’s crops, but the 
present outlook is fair. One of the most 
encouraging features of the situation is the 
progress in the reorganization of the in- 
solvent railway and other corporations. The 
progress of such matters is not as a rule 
taken at its real value by the street, but it 
is notwithstanding of great importance. 

Out of the wrecks of corporations cover- 
ing the period of 1893-96 none now remains 
in which practical work toward financial 
rehabilitation has not been begun with the 
exception of the B. & O. In that instance 
the usual committees have been formed 
but their plans are vague. One committee 
is essentially a creditors’’' committee and 
the other seems to have for its chief pur- 
pose a laying open of the notorious mis- 
management and corruption of the past 
seven years. Probably when the proper 
time comes other hands will complete the 
work. The present drifting policy is all 
right as far as it goes, and during its con- 
tinuance the harsh feeling which grew out 
of the road’s confessed insolvency will die 
away. 

In the meantime every one is awaiting 
the report of the accountant employed to 
examine and report on the condition of the 
company. This report will be valueless un- 
less it shows more than the mere results 
of mismanagement. These are now appar- 
ent enough. If it shows who profited by the 
making of unprofitable leases, guarantees 
and extensions, and if it discloses the rot- 
tenness which is believed to have marked 
the administration of the property since 1888, 
the ends of justice will be furthered even 
if a still darker blot may be placed upon 
the record of American railway manage- 
ment.

15. Section 4 of the Peel act creates an un- 
limited demand for the limited supply of 
gold, at a certain price, regardless of the 
market, regardless of subsequent increase 
of population, and regardless of decreased 
cost of production. ection 3 and another 
part of the same act create a limited de- 
mand for the limited supply of silver, ac- 
cording to and regardful of the market, 
but regardless of subsequent increase or 
decrease of supply, or of decrease or in- 
crease in cost of production. 


16. In the absence of an act, such as the 
Peel act, fixing the price of silver and 
naming the buyer, it is rl 2 meas- 
ure the two metals, gold and s! by the 
same rule of price or exchangea ility. 

17. As long as the Peel act or any similar 
act is in force the law of the market cannot 
be applied in discussing the two metals, 
since it does not apply to gold. 

18. In face of the fact that gold is main- 
tained by law at a fixed price and has been 
so maintained since 1844, in spite of the in- 
creased production and decreased cost of 
1 of gold, it is illogical to say that 
he price of silver cannot be maintained in 

the same way; and it is a mere quibble to 
speak of ‘‘fifty-cent dollars” in connection 
with the demand for free coinage of silver 
unless it be asserted that the metal gold ts 
not subject to the natural laws governing 
all other human products. 

19. In view of the fact that gold is main- 
tained at the fixed price of £3 17s all over 
the world, less carriage and insurance, it 
is evident that the price of silver can be 
fixed and maintained in the same way; and 
it is further evident that silver would not 
sell anywhere in the world at a lower rate 
than the fixed price, less carriage and in- 
surance. 

20. In view of the fact that gold is main- 
tained by the Peel act at a price above its 
value, while silver is left to the law of the 
market, the abstract question of value can 
not enter into the discussion and the fre 
test“ argument against free coinage of sil- 
ver is entirely inapplicable. Given an act of 
government 8 the price of a pound of 
Iron and naming the fiscal agent of the gov- 
ernment as the buyer, as the Peel act es 
the price of an ounce of standard gold. the 
“fire test” would apply to a poun f iron 
in any form, as it now applies to an ounce 
of gold in any form.

Gold is the only human ee in gen- 
ral use whose price is not falling; the only 
‘human product whose price has not de- 
creased with lessened cost of production;

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DESSERTS FOR WARM DAYS. 


Dainty Cold Dishes That Are Suitable 
for Hot-Day Dinners. 


When certain tropical vagaries on the 
part of the weather have made ordinary 
dishes seem unpalatadle, the housewife will 
find that the simplest way to reconcile her 
family to the dinner table is by providing 
dainty desserts. There are hundreds of 
simple combinations that may be effectively 
revived at this season of the year. 


One of the most delicious is a simple rice | 


pudding, frozen. Only a halfcupful of rice 
is required, but this should be boiled until 
tender. Then whip to a froth one and one- 
half cupfuls of sweet oream, add a quarter 
of a oupful of powdered sugar and flavor 
with sherry, maraschino or vanilla. Mix the 


rice and cream, put in a mold, and pack in a 
freezer several hours before serving. 

Cooks who know the possibilities of the 
often despised rhubarb make use of it for 
an excellent summer dessert. Wash and 
cut in small pieces a pound of rhubarb. 
Cook until tender, sweetening meanwhile 
with eight ounces of sugar. en add one- 
fourth of a box of gelatine that has been 
soaked in a fourth of a cupful of cold 
water. Whip the mixture well, turn into a 
mold and when cold serve with a yellow cus- 
tard sauce, 

D- desserts are not only popular, but 
healthful, and should be served frequently 
in warm weather. Oranges are available in 
a variety of Ways, orangé sponge being par- 
ticularly deliciows. To prepare the sponge 
squéeze the juice and pulp of three oranges 
into a bowl, add the juice of half a lemon 
three ounces of sugar, one and one-half 
pints of cold water. After this has boiled 
strain it, add two tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch dissolved in cold water and boil fif- 
teen nutes more. Then set the mixture 
aside for a time and afterwards place it in 
the icebox pe ig quite cold, Beat to a foam 
the whites of three eggs, whip this into the 
corn starch and then serve in fancy cases.

The only woman who Was ever commis- 
gioned regularly in the United States Army 
ie Major Arabella Macomber Reynolds. She 
ie a distinct and conspicuous figure in the 
@nndis of the war. Her services are men- 
tioned twice in General Sherman's Mem- 
éirs, and several pages regarding the ser- 
vices of Major Reynolds are to de found 
in the “Official Record of the Armies of IIII- 
foils in the Civil Conflict.” , 

Major Reynolds’ maiden name was Ara- 
bella Macomber. She was born in Shelburne 
Falls, Mass., in 143. When she was 14 years 
oid she moved with her parents to Iowa., 
which was then a wild and unséttled coun- 
try.

¢eomplete her education, and upon her re- 


urn taught the first school in Cass County, 
wa. In April, 1860, she was married to

| NEW BOOKS

“Wealth Against Commonwealth,” by 
Henry D. Lloyd, has well been called an 
epoch-making book. It is a gigantic product 
of conscientious research and industry. It 
is the record up to date of the growth of 
Monopoly, the gigantic Frankenstein of the 
Commercial Age.

The society in 
which in half a lifetime a man 
without a penny can become a hunderd 
times a millionaire is as over-ripe, indus- 
trially, as was, politically, the Rome in 
walch the most popular bully could ligt him- 
self from the ranks of the legion onto the 
throne of the Caesars. Our ing issue is 
with business. - is business at the 
end of its journey. It has got there. The 
irrepressible conflict ts now as distinctly 
with business as the issue so lately met was 
with slavery. Slavery went first only be- 
cause it was the cruder form of business.” 

But, though he recognizes that a conflict 
is pending and even now being fought, he 
is not a mere ranter and railer against the 
men whose methods he condemns. He 
says we cannot win this fight “unless we 


* * * “Our tyrants are our ideals incar- 
nating themselves in men born to com- 
mand. What these men are we have made 
them. * * They are worse only in 
degree. It is a race to the bad, and the 
winners are the worst. A system in which 
the prizes go to the meanest invariably 
marches with the meanest men at 
head. But if any could be meaner t . 
the meanest it would be they who run 
and fail and rail.” #
